'I'he ))lan was later disregardt'd and was being destn‘yed \\hen late in the niiu*- 
teentb eentur\ the jniblie eonseienee and jiride weie touched by ajipeals of the 
AnuM-iean Institute of Arehiti'cts. A eommission was apjiointed and a study of city 
building was made which resulted in an endoi semeid of the forgotten I/enfant ])lan. 

A masterpiece of old world jilanning was the remaking of Paris by Baron Mauss- 
mann v\ho had to rebuild an old city. 

Our problem has nmeh in eonimon with both cities. Wc have a regular though im- 
])erfeet ])lan tliat is being disregarded. Like LVnfant we have much new territory to 
develop while like Haussmann we mu^t remove obstructions and make ourselves over 
to fit new conditions. 

^Nlany of the cities of the Americas and I/urope are giving their best tliought to 
rational and artistic develojiment and it behooves Louisville to do likewise. One needs 
but to glance at a latter day ma]) «)f the city to see what a era/.y quilt it has be¬ 
come. I low lacking in thoroughfare's and means of aeca-ss from seel ion to section; 
how w(‘ are being hemmed in by large interests; how our water front is being misused; 
bow grade crossings arc* multi])lying; how we worship the fetich of priwite rights 
instead of giving way to more imi)ortant juihlie rights. ’I'liese and otlu'r conditions 
d(*mand action. 

'I'lie urgent need is the planning of the gr(*at(*r City bi-forc* its condition gets 
worse*, for unless there be a change it will nevc'r get bettc*r. A stale law gives the* 
Board of Public A\'orks certain Jurisdiction for the su|)er\ision of plotting of unde- 
velo))ed territory, 'riiere should also be a law jiermitting excess eondemnalion and 
resale so that changes may be* made in the old jiart of the City. 

I\Iay we ho])e that this exhibition will awakc'ii tin* public* eonseienee* to tlie* 
neeessitv of this work and that the* dawn of a more* beautiful l.ouisville is at hand?
